sion derived from the- report recorded to 
John by the angel of the Lord in Rev. 
19:11, “And I saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge and make 
war,” this expression comes direct from 
the heart of our soon-coming King, and 
as this very event is to take place (speed- 
ily) in the very near future, His prepara- 
tion is worthy of the emotion expressed. 

The reason for our thought above is 
that after the close of this age, immedi- 
ately (at the closing event) the nations 
will be gathered together against our 
Christ. Consequently, they will receive 
judgment of Him and diabolical destruc- 
tion follows. Since all the goat nations at 
this time will be mobilized together, hence 
the thought bigger, and since He (Jesus) 
is to war against these forces and destroy 
them, ridding the earth of such hellish, 
brutish persons as Stalin, Hitler and Mus- 
solini, thank God it will be better. 

We are impressed this morning with the 
feeling that these wars of destruction are 
truly brought about by war, first in the 
bosom of man, the soul surging for mas- 
tery, for peace, among the majority; but 
are promoted by the wicked souls, the 
minority, for selfish motives, for gain.

As little as you may 
value this assertion it is true, though it is 
a losing attempt for them, being pro- 
moted and led on by demon powers of 
hell, instigated by man whose destiny is 
sealed with the damned. It is a pitiful 
scene as we gaze out upon Europe with 
the consciousness of James’ words against 
their every force of energy, “ye receive 
not, because ye ask amiss.” He leaps out 
of the front line trench at the “zero 
hour,” runs like a mad man toward his 
fellowman, takes aim, fires, kills, but does 
he receive? No. He asked amiss. He misses, 
he misses the mark, he misses the souls’ 
outcry for peace, he misses God. We 
know whereof we speak. In the last great 
war we would place our little New Tes- 
tament right over our heart and go out to 
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kill and be killed, die and go to hell. Oh, 
it’s pitiful! Church of God, there is a 
greater responsibility resting on us that 
we may embrace. There are thousands of 
souls that we may be able to save from 
this last awful conflict if we will obey 
God to know and do His will. Yes, its 
coming to our shores, none shall escape 
and the mystery of iniquity is already 
working all over America, and don’t you 
forget it. 

We were in Russia some during the last 
war and even though we were in sin we 
felt a strange influence among the civil 
cast. At Vladivostok, Siberia, the seed and 
hotbed for world revolution was in the 
making, being pulverized, planted and 
watered from Moscow, the hatchery of 
the devil’s earthly designs,—was then and 
is now his place of dark counsels. The 
“Kremlin,” the place of wickedness, so- 
called pinge, wicked spirits crying for 
more blood. They are crying for the blood 
of Americans and as we see the great 
Russian bear rise up on her side with the 
ribs tween her teeth to devour much flesh 
it is time to obey Nahum 2:1, “He that 
dasheth in pieces is come up before thy 
face: keep the munition, watch the way, 
make thy loins strong, fortify thy power 
mightily.” 

Not only is this time given for prepara- 
tion of nations, but God is warning His 
people to prepare. While the nations are 
preparing for the worse we must prepare 
for the best. Thank God, as the nations 
are thundering over cobblestone streets, 
pulling up their artillery for bombard- 
ment and battle, to be destroyed in the 
end,—the worse, we are fortifying our 
own power mightily by the power of His 
might to be enraptured to the marriage 
supper,—the best! 

Yes, the prophecy in Dan. 7:5 is in 
fulfillment. Until the Versailles Treaty 
in 1919 the three small republics, Es- 
thonia, Latvia and Lithuania, belonged to 
the main body of Russia. But God, to ful- 
fill His prophecy, embedded in the hearts 
of these quiet peoples of the sea a cry 
against Bolshevism, which was arising as 
the war ended. They, being fisherfolk, 
desired their independence and freedom 
from the terrible revolution that Russia 
was already struggling under. These small 
countries, which rest between East Prus- 
sia, (a buffer state belonging to Ger- 
many) and Leningrad, Russia, (the key 
city harboring the Russian naval fleet), 
are prophetically referred to as three ribs, 
which are, at this writing, in the mouth 
of the Russian bear and between her 
teeth. Yes, the League of Nations granted 
these three ribs their desire of being taken 
from the body of the Russian bear, giv- 


ing them their own form of government 
which they did enjoy for twenty years, 
in peace and quietness, but the bear has 
risen up now and has taken up her ribs 
between her teeth. 

Dan. 7:5, “And behold another beast, 
a second, like to a bear, and it raised up it- 
self on one side.” Now do not get con- 
fused with the fact that Russia is playing 
with the neutrals and belligerents alike, 
seemingly on two sides, for Daniel would 
have you understand that she has risen 
up on her own side, for her doctrine at 
present is her weapon. And her doctrine 
“communism” (smoke-screened) is her 
selfish intent right now and it going, go- 
ing, going. “And it had three ribs in the 
mouth of it between the teeth of it: and 
they said thus unto it, Arise, devour much 
flesh.” 

Who said, “Arise, devour much flesh”? 
The dictator nations? The other three 
beasts? No! Read carefully, the three ribs 
said it! How do they bring to pass such 
a monstrous command into effectiveness? 
Simply by having to submit to the Rus- 
sian bear’s demands with very little ne- 
gotiation in consideration. What, did the 
three little nations (ribs) yield to the 
bear under pressure? Just exactly what 
she demanded! The whole Baltic seacoast 
front. For what purpose? To build a 
coast defense? No! She needed no de- 
fense. She was hid from the world in ob- 
scurity. She was hid, as it were, in her 
thicket. She is rising up from whence 
shall come the lion incarnate. Jer. 4:7, 
“The lion is come up from his thicket, 
and the destroyer (antichrist) of the 
Gentiles is on his way.” The three ribs 
said as much, in having to yield to Rus- 
sian territorial waters and coast line for 
naval and submarine base and coastal bat- 
teries (big guns). These great front fea- 
tures of destruction will support pressure 
being brought on by Russia on all coun- 
tries between her and the North Sea. This 
strategic advantage will diplomatically 
support the bear’s demands. She is right 
now, this very hour, licking her side whis- 
kers with the taste of blood still fresh 
from her last prey (the three ribs). 

Likely Finland will be the next flesh- 
pot, dragging Sweden into the conflict. 
Communists are so thick in our own 
America till one without the Holy Ghost 
is now in jeopardy. Thank God for the 
spirit of truth! Hallelujah! Children of 
God, let us be eternally ready. Let us say 
with David, “‘Lord, be not far from me.” 
Trouble is near. 

David saw something in Psa. 22:11 
that caused him to make such an exclama- 
tion.

HIS heading appeared in an editorial of 

the Gospel Herald of July 6, under which 
the editor gives a graphic exposition of the 
story found in 2 Kings 4:38. This story is very familiar to most 
Bible students and yet perhaps, as many times as it has been 
read, it may not have dawned upon the mind of the student the 
striking similarity by way of spiritual application with things 
of today. Let us notice a few of 
those things which may be so ap- 
plied. 

First, at that time there was a 
dearth in the land. Second, the 
sons of the prophets were there. 
In the third place, they found in 
their preparation for food a wild 
vine. Fourth, they were ignorant 
for they knew them not. Fifth, 
there was death in the pot and, 
sixth, meal was brought as a 
healing element. The prophets a 
long time ago prophesied of a 
time when there would be a 
famine upon the earth which 
was not a famine for food but 
of hearing the Word of God, a 
time when there would be a 
spiritual dearth in the land. 
While in many places there is a 
financial dearth, it is not to be 
compared with the spiritual 
dearth that is now enveloping 
the globe. Man’s dire need under 
such circumstances makes him 
an easy prey for the wrong thing, and it is during the time of 
a great dearth that people may be duped by that which is not 
best for them. During the time of Israel’s dearth, especially at 
the time this picture was drawn, we are told little of the 
prophets and what they were doing, but the sons of the proph- 
ets were sitting. Perhaps they were perplexed and did not know 
just what to do and under such circumstances, when they were 
aroused to a realization of the need of service, did the wrong 
thing. It is very necessary in a time that something must be 
done that men know what to do. It has been said that in the 
time of sickness no medicine at all is better than the wrong 
kind of medicine. In a spiritual sense as in the physical every 
kind of a medicine for man’s ailment has been concocted and 
in the time of spiritual sickness as well as physical he has often

23:9, so is 
the true Church a separate people, Titus 2:14, called 
unto holiness. Read 2 Cor. 7:1, “Sealed by the Spirit <n 
of God unto the day of redemption.” Eph. 4:30, “No res waa 
longer in darkness but the children of light,” and are 
warned to “have no fellowship with the unfruitful 
workers of darkness,” Eph. 5:8-11. The Church is 
of God while the whole world lies in wickedness. So 
let the child of God take courage and be not over- 
come by evil but overcome evil with good. 


had the wrong thing administered to him. 

There is a vast difference in ignorance and illiteracy for man 
may have a college education, a seminary education, and be well 
versed in theology, and yet be ignorant of the Spirit and power 
of God. 

The sons of the prophets found a wild vine. It seemed to be 
so near like the real vine that none discovered the mistake until 
after they were served. Ignorance is what caused the mess of 
pottage to be poisoned. They knew them not. Strange as it may 
seem, in the time of spiritual dearth the preaching of the gospel 
often has wild gourds shredded into it. Sufficient modernism and 


teachings which have a modernistic tendency are often added _ 


to poison the pot and bring spiritual illness upon those who are 
served. 

Yes, we are told that the fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of knowledge, and a knowledge of Him is not acquired through 
a worldly wisdom. The wild vine of man’s wisdom does not 
bring men to a closer relationship with God, for the world by 
wisdom knew not God. “For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness.” 1 Cor. 1:18. There is death in 
the pot. Yes, we are told in 1 Tim. 4:1, 2, that “The Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron.” Yes, there is death in the pot. 

“Perilous times shall come. For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient 
to parents, unthankful, unholy, . . . . traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God,” 2 Tim. 
3:1-4. There was never a greater demand for meal gatherers 

and meal sprinklers than now, 

men who will declare the whole 
counsel of God, that will bring 
life out of death, that will cause 
men and women to turn their 
backs on the beggarly elements 
of the world and accept the true, 
right and holy way of living. 

Holiness is the meal that will kill 

every foreign substance that has 

been shredded into the pot, and 
it is the only hope for a twen- 
ticth century Christendom 
which has sunken into a form of

HE Washing- 

ton Post of 
July 28 carried an 
Associated Press article giving 
major provisions of the draft bill 
for military training as drafted 
by the Senate Military Commit- 
tee. According to its provisions, men between eighteen and six- 
ty-four years would be registered for a system of selective, com- 
pulsory military training and service. Actual military training 
in the army, navy, and marine corps would be limited to men 
between twenty-one and forty-five years, with the older 
ones and younger ones serving in home defense units. 

The drafted men would be given twelve months’ training and 
receive pay for the army and navy, starting at $21.00 a month, 
authority to decide on the age group to be registered, and to call 
them would rest with the President, the penalty for evading 
registration or training to be five years in prison and a fine of 
$10,000.00. Conscientious objecters would be assigned non- 
combatant training or other work. Conscripts would be selected

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The Hardening of Pharach's Heart

see that thou do all those 





==— wonders before Pharaoh, 
which I have put in thine hand: but 1 
will harden his heart, that he shall not 
let the people go.” 


Exodus 7:3, ‘And I will harden Pha- 
raoh’s heart, and multiply my signs and 
wonders in the land of Egypt.” 


These scriptures which speak of God 
hardening the heart of King Pharaoh have 
been a puzzle to many; have been misun- 
derstood and misinterpreted by many 
more, and perhaps a cause of stumbling 
to others. And for that reason we have 
felt impressed to write this. 


Some have felt that if God hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart he was deprived of mak- 
ing his own free choice. In a discussion of 
this subject some will usually bring up the 
question of Judas. Did Judas have to be- 
tray Christ? 


Just here we would like to make a 
statement which we believe will apply to 
each and every person from Adam down 
through all time until the last person exer- 
cises his will on this earth, and the state- 
ment is this—NO ONE HAS TO DO 
WRONG. 


In order to prove this we will first con- 
sider Pharaoh and then other Bible char- 
acters. Going back in the story of Pha- 
raoh to Exodus 3:19 we read, “And I am 
sure the king of Egypt will not let you 
go.” Here God in His infinite wisdom 
and knowledge could foresee that the king 
would not let the Israelites go from his 
country. 


But Pharaoh had his chance. Exodus 5: 
1, 2, “And afterward Moses and Aaron 
went in, and told Pharaoh, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, Let my people go, 
that they hold a feast unto me in the wil- 
derness. And Pharaoh said, Who is the 
Lord that I should obey his voice to let 
Israel go? I know not the Lord, neither 
will I let Israel go.” Here Pharaoh had 
the chance to make his choice, and did 
make his choice against God. These Israel- 
ites lived in Pharaoh’s country and he had 
all the chance in the world to know of 
their God but when the chance came in 
his life to make his decision he decided 
against God. 


In the case of Judas we find that he 
was chosen by the Lord along with the 
other eleven after a night of prayer; that 
he went on the mission with the rest 
(Matthew 10) to cast out demons, heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers and raise the 
dead. And furthermore, in Psalms 41:9 
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we read, “Yea, mine own familiar friend, 
in whom I trusted, which did eat of my 
bread, hath lifted up his heel against me.” 
Surely these scriptures show that at one 
time in Judas’ life he was a trusted and 
true follower of our Lord, and whatever 
wrong he later did even to the betraying 
the Lord, was done of his own free wiil 
and choice. 


King Saul is another character of inter- 
est along this line. The Lord Himself 
chose Saul to be king and told the Prophet 
Samuel of His choice. In the tenth chap- 
ter of First Samuel is an account of the 
anointing and various instructions. In the 
ninth verse it says God gave him another 
heart and all those signs came to pass that 
day. So he was chosen of God, called of 
God and given a new heart. Surely he 
then was a man of God. Later on Saul dis- 
obeyed God in destroying the Amalekites

and their goods, and in 1 Samuel 15:26 
Samuel said to him, “Thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord.” In the fourteenth 
verse of the next chapter we read, “But 
the Spirit of the Lord departed from 
Saul, and an evil spirit from the Lord 
troubled him.” We want the reader to 
notice that these individuals had their 
chance and turned from God of their 
own wilful choice. 

Another scripture in Isaiah along this 
same line is puzzling to many, Isa. 6:9, 
10, “And he said, Go, and tell this peo- 
ple, Hear ye indeed, but understand not; 
and see ye indeed, but perceive not. Make 
the heart of this people fat, and make 
their ears heavy, and shut their eyes; lest 
they see with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and understand with their 
heart, and convert, and be healed.” But 


Matthew helps us to understand the 
meaning here. Matt. 13:14, 15, “And in 
them is fulfilled the prophecy of Isaias, 
which saith, By hearing ye shall hear, and 
shall not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and shall not perceive: For this peo- 
ple’s heart is waxed gross, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their eyes THEY 
HAVE closed; lest at any time they 
should see with their eyes and hear with 
their ears, and should understand with 
their heart, and should be converted, and 
I should heal them.” Here again the bur- 
den of responsibility rests upon the peo- 
ple themselves, in shutting out the light 
of God. Stephen in his denunciation of 
the Jews bears out this same truth. Acts 
7:51, “Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do 
ye.” 

Please turn now to 2 Thess. 2:11, “And 
for this cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie.” 
For what cause does God send them strong 
delusion? The answer is found in verses 
ten and twelve. Because they received not 
the truth, but had pleasure in unright- 
eousness. 

These things are spoken immediately 
following a description of the destroying 
of the wicked one or man of sin, and evi- 
dently have to do with those of his time. 

Notice Rev. 17:17, “For God hath put 
in their hearts to fulfill his will, and to 
agree, and to give their kingdom unto the 
best, until the words of God shall be 
fulfilled.” 

Who are these? They are the ten kings 
who will give their kingdoms to the 
“wicked” or “man of sin” or “beast” and 
coincide with the ones just mentioned in 
2 Thessalonians to whom was sent the 
strong delusion that they should believe a 
lie, because they received not the truth 
but took pleasure in unrighteousness. 

All of these mentioned as in the case of 
Pharaoh had the terrible things sent upon 
them because they, of their own choice, 
spurned the mefcies of God and turned 
away to follow their own wilful, sinful 
lusts. 

When does God harden hearts? When 
does God send delusions? It is after peo- 
ple have willingly, wilfully, maliciously 
spurned His mercy and turned from Him. 

We would emphasize again the state- 
ment that no one has to do wrong. Scrip- 
ture is being fulfilled; wicked men are 
doing wrong, and will continue to do 
worse, not because they have to but be- 
cause they choose, and it is prophesied in 
Scripture because God in His wisdom 
could look ahead and see that they would 
do these things.

Aside from this perhaps one can even en- 
hance that appreciation by taking a re- 
trospective view of that institution and 
see what it was and the road it has trav- 
elled since its beginning. 


experience as a school teacher and for 
several years had been a minister in the 
Methodist church. He was also one of our 
Twelve Counsellors. Brother Ellis made an 
excellent Bible School teacher and princi- 
pal. The scholars all loved him and appre- 
ciated him for his character and ability. 

In the year 1922 F. J. Lee was chosen 
as superintendent of the Bible School in 
Cleveland. Though Brother Lee did not 
boast of a literary career, and had had no 
experience in teaching, he had established 
himself as a great Bible preacher and 
teacher in the Church. He was one of the 
deepest of men and was loved by all who 
knew him. He served as superintendent 
of the Bible School only one year, being 
called to the position of General Overseer 
where he was established in even a great- 
er capacity. In this position he remained 
until his saintly death, having the great- 
est of admiration even of those who dis- 
agreed with him. 

Upon the election of F. J. Lee as Gen- 
eral Overseer of the Church of God, J. 
B. Ellis was again called to serve as super- 
intendent of the Bible School, in which 
position he served one year. In the year 
1924, because of his physical condition, 
he refused to accept the position of super- 
intendent of the Bible School and T. S. 


Payne was selected to fill that position,

a position in which he served for six 
years. 

The Bible Training School was born 
of much prayer and sprang out of great 
necessity.

At 7:30 a. m. twenty-five 
more came from Yeh Tou. There was joy 
and praise; it was a real Church of God 

feast and the Holy Spirit fell. The time 
for the last charge to those to be baptized 
in water.

To buy land one needs 
money but we bought in faith and trusted 
our Father to send it along, for now is 
the time to build. The exchange is good 
and we are glad to live on two meals a 
day and save the one to put into His 
church. We have faith that many of the 
dear coworkers will send an offering to- 
ward this new Church of God at Wang 
tsun, Shantung, China. The cost for the 
land and old buildings is Mex $2200.00. 
We know God will send it along but we 
ask you all to pray with us. 

On June 7 Brother Lee and his wife 





joined the Church of God as workers; 
both are baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and came out of the Baptist church. 
Again I ask you to pray for me and all of 
us.—In the service of His Church, Paul

Child hunger is be- 
coming a commonplace in many parts of 
Europe, although mass deaths from star- 
vation is so far only an actuality in Po- 
land. In that country, relief workers es- 
timate, 1,000 persons are starving to 
death every day, and have been ever since 
the invasion of the present war. That 
would make a total of more than a quar- 
ter of a million deaths FROM STARVA-

“Washington, D. C., July 24.—The

by lot after local boards had made the 
registrations. All men now in the army, 
navy, and other armed forces, diplomats 
and representatives to foreign nations, 
would be exempt from registration. After 
a year’s training conscripts would be as- 
signed to reserve units or additional an- 
nual training for ten years or until they 
reach forty-five. 

These provisions at first glance, or 
some of them, might seem repulsive to 
those who do not wish to take up arms 
against their fellowmen but on close read- 
ing this repulsive feeling should disap- 
pear and a certain consolation take its 
place because of the fact that even in a 
time that we are facing a great crisis our 
government still acknowledges the right 
of those who object to bearing arms, and 
makes a provision for conscientious ob- 
jecters. The true child of God should be 
patriotic and should be loyal to his gov- 
ernment as long as that government does 
not impose anything upon him against the 
law of his God. We do not feel that men 
should dodge the draft or that loyal mem- 
bers of the Church of God would even 
have a desire to do so for since the Church 
of God has, through the many years, ob- 
jected to its members going to war in ac- 
tual combatant service, and that our gov- 
ernment acknowledges the right and has 
made provision otherwise, there can be no 
discouragement in conforming to the 
draft bill. Let us be loyal to our God, our 
Church, and our country.

COMMENTS 


This list of states and the number of 
subscriptions to the Evangel going to 
them, furnishes a real study and shows 
the possibilities of putting the Church of 
God paper across. It has been thought by 
many that the state paper idea would be 
a great benefit in raising the Evangel sub- 
scriptions but these figures do not show 
this, for several of those having state 
papers have shown a decrease this year 
rather than an increase, while several of 
the smaller states which have had no spe- 
cial inducement have shown a great in- 
crease. On the list one state which has 


268 members has only eleven Evangels 
going to it, while another with only 26 
members has eleven Evangel subscriptions. 
Yet another with only eight members has 
eleven subscriptions. New York with no 
members at all has nine subscriptions. 
One state with 1,798 members has only 
146 subscribers to the Evangels. 


Let the members of the Church of God 
become Church-of-God-minded and put 
their official organ over the top so that 
every member will have first-hand infor- 
mation about what the Church is doing.

Question: Please explain the difference 
between the evidence of the Holy Ghost 
and the gift of tongues. Is the gift sub- 
ject to the one that has it? 1 Cor. 12:10 
says “divers kinds of tongue.” 1 Cor. 12: 
28 says “diversities of tongues.” Isa. 28: 
11 says “another tongue.” Mark 16:18 
says “new tongues.” Acts 2:3, 4 says 
“cloven tongues” and “other tongues.” 
Acts 10:44 and Acts 19:6 say “tongues.” 
1 Cor. 14:2 says “unknown tongues.” 1 
Cor. 14:32 says “the spirits of the proph- 
ets are subject to the prophets.” Does this 
mean the gift of tongues?—F. A. B. 

Answer: There is a great difference in 
the gift of the Holy Ghost and the gift 
of tongues. The gift of the Holy Ghost is 
a gift sent by the Father. John 14:26, 
“But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 
name,” etc. The gift of tongues is a gift 
which is given by the Holy Ghost. See 1 
Cor. 12:8, “For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom; to another 
the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit.” Divers kinds of tongues, diversi- 
ties of tongues, cloven or divided tongues 
all mean the same things. A new tongue " 
or new language and another tongue mean 
the same thing. “Tongues” in the plural 
would mean the same as divided tongues 
or divers kinds of tongues. The word “un- 
known tongues” in 1 Cor. 1:2 merely 
means that that tongue was unknown to 
those who were listening in and not that 
it could not be understood any place. 
Verse 10 of the 14th chapter shows that 
all voices are understood some _ place. 
“There are, it may be, so many kinds of 
voices in the world, and none of them is 
without signification. Therefore I know 
not the meaning of the voice, I shall be 
unto him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian unto 
me.” Now since “‘tongues” in all of these 
passages means languages, the new tongue, 
the unknown tongues, other tongues, and 
diversities of tongues are all the same. 
The difference is in the experience and 
one is the baptism with the Holy Ghost 
which is the gift of God in answer to 
prayer-of the Son and the other is a gift 
of the spirit which He, the Holy Ghost, 
divides unto every man severally as He 
will. 1 Cor. 14:32, “The spirit of the 
prophets are subject to the prophets” has 
direct reference to the gift of prophecy. 
It may be also applicable to the gift of 
tongues, since an order for the gift of 
tongues and the gift of interpretation is 
given.

5, “They (the wicked) know not, neither 
will they understand; they walk on in 
darkness: all the foundations of the earth 
are out of course (or joint).” The funda- 
mental principles of every good thing in 
the earth is being destroyed. David saw 
it and asked a question for our benefit in 
Psa. 11:3, “If the foundations be de- 
stroyed, what can the righteous do?” This 
question, no doubt, was asked for every 
anxious child of God, since trouble, great 
trouble, is near, while the instruments of 
death are being prepared to destroy the 
wicked nations of the earth. Naturally, 
we look for a way of escape. Yes, we 
want a shelter; we must have a refuge. 
Even now as this terrible, blasphemous 
spirit is presenting itself for a last go- 
round on the hearts of the children of 
God, and as you fight the good fight of 
faith, in Prov. 18:10, the wise man says 
in answer to David’s question, ““The name 
of the Lord is a strong tower: the right- 
eous runneth into it, and is safe.”

14) and he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the winepress of the fierceness 
and wrath of Almighty God. And he hath 
on his vesture and on his thigh a name 
written, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD 
OF LORDS.” 

Praise God, while our Lord and King 
fights this battle we will likely sit on our 
white horses, if not actually engaged in 
battle, and see the destruction of Stalin, 
Hitler and all wicked rulers with the an- 
tichrist. Yes, it’s possible that we will get 
to see the last battle, last war, and it 
will be the biggest and best—bring 
peace! We rather think that the very in- 
struments of death which are being pre- 
pared now, for which billions of dollars 
are being appropriated, will be brought to 
the place of battle to fight against our 
Christ.
